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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: (1) the rejection 
under 35 USC 1 12, 1 st paragraph, has been dropped as the language has been removed from the 
claim; (2) the rejection under 35 USC, 2 nd paragraph, has been dropped as the claim has been 
amended. 

The prior art neither teaches nor suggests the claimed compounds or their use to treat 
obesity and depression. The compounds are serotonin reuptake inhibitors (5-HT2C receptor). 
Wolff et al, Psychopharmacology (199) 146:275-279 ( at page 275 abstract results) teach 
fluoxetine and citaloparam are selective serotonin reuptake inhibitors (SSRI). Wolff further 
teaches (page 275 in the introduction) that SSRIs are effective in treating depression and obesity. 
Citalopram is a benzofiiran and is depicted below. Thus, benzofuran compounds, compounds 
structurally similar to the claimed compounds, are known SSRIs useful to treat obesity and 
depression. 



The rejections under 35 USC 102 were dropped in the action dated 1/26/05. It is noted 
that the claimed compounds have the variable A attached at the 7-position. The references do 
not teach variable attached at the 7-positon. 

It is noted that the method claims are of different scope than the compound claims. 
However, the prior art compounds are not used as SSRIs to treat obesity and depression.
